be proportionate.

The present banking system, especially in
this state, ia incapable of fulfilling the proper
functiona of credit ; it must be reformed, and
the best wsy of doing it is, to establish a Na
tional Bank, ihe present banking system is
bad, but that aball not deter me from advoca
ting a good one I do not choose because men
sometimes die of repletion or are choked by
meir rooa, on that account to abstain irom eat
ing, bteamboats frequently blow up, yet I
choose to travel on them in preference to going
a foot.

Tbe Hon. Senator quotes, for the purpose of
expressing tiis dissent theretrom, the following
sentiments expressed in my letter of 10th Au-
gust, to the Madison county committee.

" It is in vain to talk even if the thing we.e
desirable, of eradicating all the state banks ;
it could be effected only by a surrender, on the
part of all the states, of the power to charter
such institutions. To suppose this surrender
will be made is absurd. Even should it, the
present generation could not attain the propos-
ed object. The larger portion of the banks
now in existence in the United States are pro-
tected by the sanctity of contract and shielded
by the strong arm ot tbe constitution. A ma
jority of them cannot be got rid of without
their own conset, unless the people see fit to
follow the advice of certain desperate and mis-
erable partisans of the administration, and sup-
press them by physical force."

These sentiments he calls M anti-republi- ca t
and My proposition is,
that the larger portion of the banks in the

States, cannot begot rid of without their
own consent because they are protected by the
constitution, in most ot the states those which
have forfeited their charters have had them re
stored and of course will be sustained in their
rights by the courts. I consider a bank charter
a contract, and hold the legislature bound by
it until it ia surrendered or forfeited ; and on
the question of forfeiture it is the province of
the judicial and not the legislative department
to decide. I deny the right of the legislature
to abrogate at their pleasure the charters
granted by previous legislatures. I understand
the Hon. Senator to advance the doctrine, that
whenever the legislature thinks that a bank is
sot of as much service to the public as was
anticipated at it. creation, it ha. a right to ab-

rogate and repeal it. Now if thia be the Hon.
Senator's opinion, he is more radical and des-
tructive than I had ever thought him. The
proposition that the legislature can repeal and
take away charters without the intervention of
the judiciary . ia to my mind a doctrine the most
mischievous and dangerous that ean be imagin
ed ; it strikes at the very root ot our system ot
government. With regard to the banks of thi.
State. I think it probable that mo.t of them
have forfeited their charters ; if so, let the
procer nreceedinire take place against them
through the courts of the country, and then we
will get rid of a great evil, without violating,
as the Hon. Senator advises, the first principal
of our social system.

I do not recollect any other charge oi a very
aeriou. nature, except that 1 had the audacity,
at a public dinner in Faneuil Halt given to Mr
Web.ter, to express my respect for the talents
and attainments cf that distinguished states,
man. In most of his political notions I dif-
fer from Mr. Webster, but as sn American ci-

tizen, who has rendered himself illustrious, and
added character to his country and his race I
am proud of him. I sincerely pity that littleness
of soul which will not do justice even to the
merit, of an enemy, and which look, with envi-
ous bitterness upon the greatness it cannot
reach. I attended a dinner given by the citi-
zens of Boston to Mr. Webster, and I joined in
doing honor to the distinguished guest, not in
the warm eulogy w hich the Hon. Senator would
represent, but in such general terms as express-
ed my admiration of his great talents, without
in the alightest degree involving me in any
endorsement of his political opinions. I know
Mr. Webster's name is unpopular in this state,
and I have already said, as a politician, I differ
from him in many thinea radically : yet let me
tell the Hon. Senator, that Mr. Webster's name
will be prominent in the history ol distinguish
ed Americans, long after the Hon. Senator and
myself shall find a registry only on the scroll ot
oblivion.

The Hon. Senator complains that tbe banks,
bank presidents and cashiers, seem to be con-
federated against him ; I condole with him
upon his misfortune, and have not the alightest
idea, that he intended to awaken the aympathy
of the public, as the per.ecuted victim of the
bank aristocracy. As I have not been taken
into the confederation it is impossible for me to
even surmise what these wicked men intend to
do with him. With regard to any charges
founded, not upon political, but upon private
matters, the Hon. Senator does me no more
than justice, in supposing that they receive
neither origin nor countenance from me ; my
warfare with the Senator is purely political and
shall be conducted on my part with legitimate
weapons ; no poisoned shatt has or ever snau
fly from my bow. Politically I make war upon
him to the utmost of my strength, because I
believe his present principles are pernicious ana
tend to the ruin of the country. Personally,
as the Hon. Senator well knows, 1 have never
entertained towards bim other than kind and
friendly sentiments. That I should attack his

course 1 informed him in advance, and
Foliticalsincely regret the personal affliction
which has prevented him from defending his
views in open discussion before the people.

But I have extended this letter far beyond
my intention, and must close with an expression
of my l egret that I have had to draw so large-
ly upon your patience.

Mississippi Rail Road Company
As some interested persons (both here and

Natchez) are endenvoring to appreciate the
twelve months post notesof this bank, we give
the following information with regard to the
bank and the road, which may be relied on as
correct; having ourselves obtained it from a
source entitled to the hie'-c- t credit.

The Mississippi and Pearl River Rail Road
was commenced not quite three years since;
25 miles is now finished, on which the cars
travel, and 13 miles more will be opened on the
first of November next.

The bank commenced operations in July
1838, and from that time up to the present, its
whole liabilities never amounted to $500,000.
It commenced simultaneously with the other
banks of Natchez, in paying specie on the re-
sumption in December last, but this bank never
suspended. Forty-eig- ht thousand dollars of
her six months post notes were redeemed, as
they fell due between the loth August and
15th September, 1839, and specie is paid on all
these notes when presented.

The subscriptions to the stock of the road
and bank amount to near $2,000,000, one tenth
of which is called in every sixty days. No
director, stockholder, or any other person haa
obtained a discount from the bank, and the
whole amount of circulation ot every kind
(le.s than $400,000) ha. been applied to the
purchase oi 125 able bodied negro men, to
paying the contractors, and for the necessary
purchase of machinery and real estate, valued
at $150,000.

This i. a trcb statement of the a flairs, con-
dition and management of the Mississippi
Rail Road Company, of Natchez; and we sin-
cerely believe its post notes to be equal in value
to any bank in the State. Vicktburg Sentinel.
